In  answer  to  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  dated  March  22, 
a  copy  of  all  leases  made  by  him  for  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  Yellow- 
stone Park.

Washington,  April  17,  1884. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  resolution  of 
the  House,  dated  the  22d  ultimo,  as  follows: 

ItcHolred,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be,  and  he  hereby  is, requested  to  fur- 
nish for  tin;  information  of  the  House  a  copy  of  all  leases  made  by  him  for  the  use  or 
occupation  of  any  ground  in  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  together  with  all  rules  or 
regulations  prescribed  for  the  guidance  of  the  lessees  ;  also,  the  names  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  assistant  superintendents  of  the  said  Park  ;  the  date  of  their  appoint- 
ment, and  their  place  of  residence  when  appointed;  the  time  when  they  entered  upon 
the  performance  of  their  duties;  and  their  compensation,  and  when  and  how  paid  : 
and  whether  they  have  resided  continuously  within  the  said  Park  from  the  time  of 
their  appointment  down  to  the  present  time. 

Resolved furlhtr,  That  the  said  Secretary  inform  this  House  what  buildings,  it  any. 
have  been  erected  by  such  lessees,  their  location  and  condition  as  respects  comple- 
tion, and  their  estimated  value;  and  in  general  whether  the  lessees  have  complied 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  premises  were  leased.  And  also  fur- 
nish the  House  with  a  copy  of  all  rules  and  regulations  made  and  published  for  the 
care  and  management  of  the  Park,  and  inform  the  House  what  provision,  it  any,  has 
been  made  to  prevent  the  wauton  destruction  offish  and  game  therein,  and  to  what 
extent  such  provision  has  been  effective. 

In  response  I  inclose  herewith  copies  of  leases  granted  by  this  De- 
partment of  parcels  of  land  in  the  Park,  viz:  To  O.  T.  Hobart,  Henry 
F.  Douglas,  and  Rufus  Hatch,  executed  March  9, 1883;  G.  W.  Marshall, 
executed  January  29,  1881;  F.  Jay  Haynes,  executed  March  20,  1884; 
John  F.  Yancey,  executed  Apiil  1, 1884. 

These  are  the  only  leases  which  have  been  granted  up  to  this  time. 

Under  the  lease  first  mentioned  (to  Hobart,  Douglas,  and  Hatch)  one 
large  hotel  and  necessary  outbuildings  have  been  erected  at  the  Mam- 
moth Hot  Springs.  The  value  of  these  buildings,  exclusive  of  furniture 
and  equipments,  is  estimated  at  about  $100,000.  This  hotel  was  open 
during  the  greater  portion  of  the  last  summer,  and  temporary  camps  of 
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tents  were  also  maintained  by  these  lessees  for  the  accommodation  of 
tourists  at  other  points  named  in  the  lease. 

The  site  leased  to  G-.  W.  Marshall  is  at  the  lower  Geyser  Basin,  near 
tlnj  forks  of  the  Fire  Hole  Rivers.  It  appears  that  in  1880  he  was  per- 
mitted to  erect  buildings  at  this  point  as  a  mail  station,  and  that  by 
permission  obtained  from  the  superintendent,  covering  the  period  up 
to  August.  1882,  he  has  continued  to  afford  accommodations  to  tourists. 
The  value  of  his  present  buildiugs  does  not  exceed  $1,000.  'fhis  lease 
provides  for  the  erection  of  additional  buildings  which  it  is  understood 
will  be  open  to  tourists  during  the  coining  season. 

The  site  leased  to  Yancey  is  situated  upon  the  traveled  route  between 
Mammoth  Hot  Springs  and  the  Clarke's  Forks  Mines  in  Montana.  In  the 
spring  of  1882  he  was  permitted  by  the  superintendent  of  the  Park  to 
erect  a  small  cabin,  the  value  of  which  would  not  exceed  $.100,  as  a  mail 
station  and  for  the  accommodation  of  the  teamsters  and  others  engaged 
in  the  traffic  between  the  terminus  of  the  railroad  and  the  mining  region 
above  mentioned.  No  buildings  have  yet  been  erected  under  the  lease 
of  Yancey  recently  granted  by  this  Department,  and  none  have  yet  been 
constructed  by  Haynes  upon  the  site  leased  to  him. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  lessees  have  complied  with  the  terms  of 
their  leases  so  far  as  could  reasonably  be  expected  under  all  the  circum- 
stances, and  in  view  of  the  comparatively  short  period  since  any  of  the 
leases  were  granted. 

Rules  and  regulations  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Park  were 
established  and  promulgated  by  my  predecessor  (Mr.  Kirkwood),  under 
date  of  May  4,  1881,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  inclosed.  Under  these 
rules  visitors  and  residents  in  the  Park  were  permitted  to  kill  game  for 
food,  but  it  was  found  necessary,  owing  to  the  abuse  of  this  privilege 
and  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  visitors  during  the  past  two 
seasons,  to  prohibit  absolutely  the  killing  of  any  game  in  the  Park,  and 
instructions  to  that  effect  were  issued  to  the  superintendent  January  15, 
1883,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  transmitted. 

In  answer  to  the  inquiry  as  to  what  rules  and  regulations  have  been 
prescribed  for  the  guidance  of  the  lessees  of  ground  in  the  Park,  I  invite 
attention  to  the  conditions  of  the  leases  providing  for  the  observance 
of  the  general  rules  and  regulations  above  mentioned  on  the  part  of  the 
lessees  and  all  persons  employed  by  them  within  the  Park. 

Congress,  at  its  last  session,  authorized  the  appointment  of  ten  assist- 
ants to  the  superintendent,  charged  with  the  duty  of  protecting  the 
game,  timber,  and  objects  of  interest,  which  appointments  were  duly 
made.  The  information  respecting  them  called  for  in  the  resolution  is 
contained  in  a  table  herewith  inclosed.  These  officers  have  resided  con- 
tinuously in  the  Park,  as  required  by  law,  excepting  that  in  three  cases, 
as  shown  in  the  statement  referred  to,  short  leaves  of  absence  were 
granted  after  the  close  of  the  season  for  visitors.  While  the  means  thus 
provided  have  tended  materially  to  the  protection  of  the  Park,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  infractions  of  the  regulations  have  occurred.  In  refer- 
ence to  this  matter  I  took  occasion  to  state  in  my  last  annual  report; 

Stringent  regulations  have  been  established  for  the  prevention  of  injury  to  the  game 
and  the  natural  curiosities,  and  effort  has  been  made  to  protect  visitors  from  any  un- 
reasonable charges  for  services  rendered  to  them  within  the  Park.  The  protection  of 
the  game  anil  curiosities  has  not  been  so  perfect  as  could  have  been  desired,  owing  in 
a  great  measure  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  number  of  assistants  to  the  supeiintendent 
fir  tin;  proper  supervision  of  so  large  an  area  as  that  embraced  within  the  limits  of 
the  Park,  and  to  the  tact  that  the  season  was  well  advanced  before  these  officers  could 
be  appointed  under  the  legislation  of  the  last  session  of  Congress.  The  expt'rienceof 
the  past  season  having  demonstrated  the  necessity  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
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these,  assistants,  and  for  shelter  and  equipment  essential  to  their  comfort  and  efficiency, 
a  reasonable  amount  to  eover  these  expenses  has  been  included  in  the  estimates  re- 
lating ro  the  Park. 

Tt  is  believed  that  better  results  in  the  direction  of  the  perfect  protection  .of  the 
Park  could  be  attained  it  the  imposition  of  penalties  for  violations  of  the  established 
regulations  of  the  Department  was  specially  authorized  by  law.  It  would  also  s- em 
to  be  necessary  that  more  convenient  and  practicable  means  should  be  provided  for 
the  protection  of  the  person  and  property  within  the  Park.  The  superintendent  is 
clothed  with  no  authority  in  such  matters.  The  greater  portion  of  the  Park  is  within 
the  jurisdiction,  for  legal  purposes,  of  Wyoming,  the  remainder  within  that  of  Mon- 
tana and  Idaho,  respectively.  The  nearest  law  officers  of  these  Territories  are  so  re- 
mote that  recourse  to  them  tor  the  prevention  of  crime  is  practically  useless,  and  the 
necessary  delay  in  communication  affords  ample  opportunity  for  the  escape  of  persons 
charged  with  violation  of  law. 

Under  date  of  May  25, 1883,  a  letter  was  addressed  by  this  Depart- 
ment to  the  governor  of  Wyoming  requesting  his  consideration  of  the 
matter  of  providing  the  desired  convenient  and  accessible  means  for 
preventing  violations  of  law  and  order  in  the  Park  and  for  the  arrest 
and  trial  of  offenders.  It  was  found,  however,  that  the  existing  laws  of 
the  Territory  did  not  authorize  the  appointment  of  the  necessary  offi- 
cers, and  the  matter  was  necessarily  deferred  for  the  action  of  the  legis- 
lature, which  at  its  session,  just  ended,  passed  an  act  intended  to  over- 
come the  difficulties  which  had  been  experienced,  and  making  an  ap- 
propriation of  $8,000  for  carrying  its  provisions  into  effect.  A  copy  of 
this  act  (herewith  inclosed)  has  been  forwarded  to  this  Department  by 
Hon.  M.  E.  Post,  the  Delegate  from  Wyoming.  The  act'  provides  for 
fine  and  imprisonment  for  violations  of  law  and  order,  and  antho:izes 
the  appointment  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables,  to  be  located 
at  the  most  frequented  points  in  the  Park,  clothed  with  authority  for 
the  arrest  and  speedy  trial  of  offenders.  The  operation  of  this  law 
would  obviate  the  delay  and  expense  of  conveying  persons  charged 
with,  offenses,  and  witnesses,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Park,  and  for  this 
and  other  reasons  readily  apparent  would  seem  to  provide  as  summary 
and  convenient  a  method  as  could  be  desired  for  dealing  with  violations 
of  the  established  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  Park. 

Mr.  Post  also  states  in  his  letter,  of  which  I  inclose  a  copy,  that  two 
United  States  commissioners  and  two  deputy  United  States  marshals 
have  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified  for  service  in  the  Park.

This  indenture,  made  thin  ninth  day  of  March,  1883,  between  Henry  M.Teller,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  party  of  the  first  part, 
and  Carroll  T.  Hobarr,,  of  Fargo,  Dakota  Territory,  and  Henry  F.  Douglas,  of  Fort 
Yates,  Dakota,  and  Rufus  Hatch,  of  the  city  of  New  York,  parties  of  the  second  part, 
witnesseth : 

That  the  said  parti  s  have  covenanted  and  agreed,  and  by  these  presents  do  cove- 
nant ami  agree,  to  and  wi'h  each  other-  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1.  That  the  said  party  of  l he  fust  part,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred 
by  acts  of  Congress,  and  in  consideration  of  the  rents,  covenants,  and  agreements 
hereinafter  and  by  these  presents  mentioned,  reserved,  and  contained,  doth  grant, 
demise,  aud  lease  unto  the  said  par-ties  of  the  second  part  the  tracts  and  parcels  of 
land  lying  within  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  described  as  follows: 

1.  Beginning  at  the  centre  of  a  building  known  as  McCartney's  Store,  thence  N.  45 c*

E.  two  hundred  and  eight  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  west  two  hundred  ami  ninety-five 

/^  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  south  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  y1^  feet  to  a  corner, 
thence  east  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  yW  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  north  two  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five  x\8r  feet  to  the  first  corner,  containing  two  acres  of  land,  more  or 
less. 

2.  Beginning  at  a  point  due  east  from  the  centre  of  "  Old  Faithful "  and  thirteen 
hundred  and  twenty  feet  distant  therefrom,  thence  east  two  hundred  and  fifty-five 
,',7  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  north  two  hundred  and  fifty  five  ,'jj  feet  to  a  corner,  thence 
west  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  ,';,  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  south  two  hundred  and 
fifty-five  V'o  feet  to  place  of  beginning,  containing  one  and  one-half  acres  of  land, 
more  or  less. 

3.  Beginning  on  the  south  bank  of  Madison  River  at  a  point  one  mile  east  from  tin; 
western  boundary  line  of  the  Park,  thence  south  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  ;H()  feet 
to  a  corner,  theiice  east  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  -,'V.  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  north 
two  hundred  and  fifty-five  /ir  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  west  two  hundred  and  fifty  five 
,';,  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing  one  and  one-half  acres  of  land,  more  or 
less. 

4.  Beginning  at  a  point  due  east  from  the  easterly  side  of  Soda  Springs  and  distant 
therefrom  twenty-five  feet;  thence  east  two  hundred  and  eight  iVo  f°et  to  a  corner, 
thence  north  two  hundred  and  eight  yVjy  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  west  two  hundred 
and  eight  f.fo  f'eet  to  a  corner,  thence  south  two  hundred  and  eight  -fcfo  feet  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  containing  one  acre  of  land,  more  or  less. 

5.  Beginning  at  a  point  due  east  from  "Tower  Falls"  and  distant  therefrom  twenty- 
five  feet,  thence  east  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  {\-,  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  north  two 
hundred  and  fifty-five  f^  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  west  two  hundred  aud  fifty-five  j^j 
feet  to  a  corner,  thence  south  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  $j  feet  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning, containing  one  and  one-half  acres  of  land,  more  or  less. 

6.  Beginning  at  a  point  due  east  from  the  head  of  "  Canon  or  Great  Falls "  and 
thirteen  hundred  and  twenty  feet  distant  therefrom,  thence  east  two  hundred  aud 
fifty-five  {>$  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  north  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  x%-  feet  to  a  cor- 
ner, thence  west  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  f%  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  south  two 
hundred  and  fifty-five  y\j  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing  one  and  one-half 
acres  of  land,  more  or  less. 

7.  Beginning  upon  the  bank  of  the  Yellowstone  Lake  at  the  outlet,  thence  west  two 
hundred  feet  to  a  corner,  thence  south  two  hundred  and  seventeen  r*0-feet  to  a  corner, 
thence  east  two  hundred  feet  to  the  bank  of  the  lake,  thence  northerly  along  the  bank 
of  the  lake,  about  two  hundred  and  eighteen  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  contain- 
ing one  acre  of  land  :  Provided,  That  the  several  parcels  of  land  above  mentioned  are 
not  within  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of  any  of  the  Geysers  or  the  Yellowstone  Falls. 

To  have  aud  to  hold  the  above  described  land  unto  the* said  parties  of  the  second 
part  and  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns  for  and  during  the  term  of 
ten  years,  commencing  from  the  ninth  day  of  March,  1883,  aud  ending  on  the  ninth 
day  of  March,  189  ',  the  parties  of  the  second  part  paying  rent  therefor  as  hereinafter 
stated.  And  the  party  of  the  first  part  for  himself  and  his  successors  in  office,  on  be- 
half of  the  United  States,  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  the  parties  of  the  second 
part  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  quiet  and  peaceable  possession  of  the  said  land  during 
the  term  aforesaid,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Article  2.  Aud  the  parties  of  the  second  part  hereby  agree  to  build  or  cause  to  be 
built  upon  the  parcel  of  land  above  described  and  numbered  "  1,"  one  hotel  to  contain 
not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  rooms  and  at  a  cost,  including  necessary  furniture 
and  outfit,  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  also  necessary 
outhouses,  bath  and  ice  houses,  and  electric-light  machinery.  And  upon  the  parcels 
of  land  above  described  and  numbered  from  *'2"  to  "7,"  both  included,  to  build  or 
cause  to  be  built  such  hotels  or  other  buildings  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior:  Provided,  however,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  from  making  other  leases  of  land  at  other 
points  within  the  Park,  for  the  same  purpose  as  hereinabove  specified. 

Article  3.  And  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of  the  leasing  of  the 
land  aforesaid,  do  covenant  and  agree  with  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  pay  or 
cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  at  his  office  in  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton, or  to  such  person  and  at  such  place  as  he  may  designate,  a  rental  at  the  rate  of 
two  dollars  ($2)  per  year,  commencing  from  the  date  and  continuing  for  and  during 
the  term  hereof,  for  each  and  every  acre  of  land  hereby  leased  unto  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part.  Said  rental  to  be  paid  annually;  the  first  of  such  payments  to  be 
made  on  or  before  the  ninth  day  of  March,  1884,  and  the  succeeding  payments  to  be 
made  on  or  before  the  ninth  day  of  March  in  each  and  every  year. 

Article  4.  And  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  hereby  covenant  with  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  mentioned  in  this  lease,  or  upon 
the  ending  of  said  term  by  election  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  case  of  default  of  payment  of  rent  in  the  manner  stipulated,  or  failure  to.  oh- 
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nerve  and  keep  the  covenants  herein  contained,  to  be  observed  and  kept  by  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  that  they  will  peaceably  surrender  and  deliver  up  the  said 
demised  land  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  or  his  successor  in  office.  And  it  is 
agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  upon  such  surrender,  and  in  the  event 
of  failure  to  renew  this  lease,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  enter  into  new  terms  of  pos- 
session by  the  parties  of  the  second' part,  then  the  value  of  the  buildings  and  other 
permanent  improvements  belonging  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part  upon  the  land 
surrendered  shall  be  determined  by  three  arbitrators,  of  whom  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  shall  name  one,  the  parties  of  the  second  part ,  shall  name  the  second, 
and  the  two  thus  named  shall  designate  the  third,  and  such  buildings  and  im- 
provements shall  become  the  sole  and  absolute  property  of  the  United  States  upon 
the  ratification  by  Congress  of  the  valuation  set  upon  the  same,  as  above  provided, 
and  appropriation  of  the  amount  of  such  valuation  in  payment  to  the  parties  of  the 
seeon  1  part  for  such  buildings  and  improvements:  Provided,  however,  That  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  to  bind  or  commit  the  United  States  to"  the  payment  of  any 
sum  or  amount  of  money  or  other  compensation  whatever. 

Article  5.  And  the  parties  of  the  second  part  hereby  agree  to  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  an  itemized  schedule  or  tariff  of  the  charges  to  be  paid 
for  each  and  every  accommodation  furnished  and  service  rendered  by  them  to  visitors 
within  the  Park  ;  and  no  charges  shall  be  demanded  or  received  from  any  person  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part  until  such  schedule  of  items  and  charges 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  nor  shall  any  payment  be  at  any 
time  demanded  or  received  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  or  any 
person  in  their  employ  or  under  their  control,  for  any  accommodation  or  service  not 
specified  in  said  schedule  or  tariff  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  nor  in 
any  greater  amount  than  therein  approved. 

Article  6.  And  the  parties  of  the  second  part  hereby  agree  to  observe  and  obey  at 
all  times  such  rules  and  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be,  from  time  to 
time,  established  and  published  by  the  Secretary  of  the  interior,  or  by  his  direction, 
for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Park,  and  to  require  and  enforce  obedience  to  the 
same  on  the  part  ot  all  persons  employed  by  them  or  under  their  control  within  the 
said  Park.  And  they  further  agree  to  require  that  all  persons  employed  by  them  or 
under  their  control  at  any  time  within  the  said  Park  shall  wear  a  uniform  or  badge 
by  which  they  may  be  known  and  distinguished  as  the  servants  or  employes  of  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part;  and  that  they  willnot  employ  or  retain  in  their  serv- 
ice in  any  capacity,  or  permit  to  remain  upon  any  of  the  premises,  or  within  any 
building  herein  mentioned  or  provided  for,  any  person  or  persons  whose  presence 
within  the  said  Park  shall  be  deemed  and  declared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior, 
or  by  such  officer  as  may  represent  him  in  the  immediate  management  and  superin- 
tendence of  the  Park,  to  be  subversive  of  the  good  order  and  management  thereof. 

Article  7.  It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  afore- 
said that  if  the  rent  above  reserved,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  unpaid  on  the  day 
and  at  the  place  of  payment  whereon  the  same  ought  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  or  if 
default  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  covenants  herein  contained,  to  be  kept  by  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part  or  their  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  and  if 
the  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  not  make  such  payment  or  rent  or  keep  and  per- 
form the  covenants  herein  within  ninety  days  after  due  notice  of  default  therein,  to 
be  given  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
or  his  authorized  agent,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  or  his  successor  in  office,  agent,  or  attorney,  at  his  or  their  election,  to  declare 
this  lease  forfeited  and  the  term  thereof  ended,  and  the  demised  land  or  any  part 
thereof,  either  with  or  without  process  of  law,  to  re-enter,  and  the  parties  of  the  sec- 
ond part  or  any  other  person  or  persons  occupying,  in  or  upon  the  same,  to  expel,  re- 
move, and  put  out,  using  such  force  as  may  be  necessary  in  so  doing,  and  the  said 
premises  again  to  repossess  in  behalf  of  the  United  States.  And  in  the  event  of  any 
rent  being  due  and  unpaid,  whether  before  or  after  such  forfeiture,  to  distrain  for  any 
rent  that  may  be  due  upon  any  property  belonging  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part,  whether  the  same  be  exempt  from  executiou  or  distress  by  law  or  not,  and  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part  hereby  waive  all  legal  right  which  they  may  have  to 
hold  or  retain  such  property  under  any  exemption  law  in  force  in  or  over  the  said 
National  Park.  Meaning  and  intending  thereby  to  give  to  the  party  of  the  first  part 
a  valid  and  first  lien  upon  any  and  all  the  buildings,  goods,  chattels,  or  other  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  within  the  said  Park,  as  security 
for  the  payment  of  said  rent,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  conditions  of 
this  lease,  in  manner  aforesaid,  anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

Article  8.  And  it  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  the  parties  of  thesecoud  part 
shall  not  have  the  right  to  mine  or  remove  from  said  demised  land  any  gold,  silver, 
copper,  or  other  precious  mineral;  nor  to  mine  any  coal,  nor  to  cut  or" remove  from 
said  land  any  timber,  excepting  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
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rior,  and  under  such  restrictions  as  he  may  prescribe.  And  the  parties  of  the  second 
part  hereby  a^ree  not  to  injury  or  destroy  or  knowingly  to  permit  any  person  in  their 
employ  or  under  their  control  to  injure  or  destroy  any  of  the  game,  or  any  mineral 
deposit, natural  curiosity,  or  wonder  within  the  Park. 

Article  (J.  And  it  is  expressly  understood,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  lease 
shall  he  construed  as  to  include  any  the  geysers  or  other  objects  of  curiosity  or  interest 
in  said  Park,  or  to  exclude  the  public  from  the  free  and  convenient  approach  thereto. 

Article  10.  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  if,  upon  any  survey  hereafter  made  of 
the  hind  hereby  demised  any  error  of  description  be  discovered,  the  description  of  said 
land  herein  contained  shall  be  corrected  to  correspond  with  such  survey. 

Article  11.  And  it  is  understood  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no  trans- 
fer or  assignment  of  this  lease  shall  be  valid  or  recognized  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part  unless  such  assignment  be  first  approved,  in  writing,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior. 

Article  12.  And  it  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no 
member  of  or  delegate  to  Congress  shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  in  this 
agreement,  or  derive  any  benefit  to  arise  therefrom.

This  indenture,  made  this  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  1884,  between  Henry  M. 
Teller,  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  party  of  the 
tirst  part,  and  George  W.  Marshall,  now  residing  at  what  is  known  as  "Marshall's 
Hotel,"  in  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  party  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth  : 

That  the  said  parties  have  covenanted  and  agreed,  and  by  these  presents  do  covenant 
and  agree,  to  and  with  each  other  as  follows: 

Article  1.  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred 
by  acts  of  Congress,  and  in  consideration  of  the  rents,  covenants,  and  agreements 
hereinafter  and  by  these  presents  mentioned,  reserved,  and  contained,  doth  grant, 
demise,  and  lease  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  a  tract  or  parcel  of  land  con- 
taining four  (4)  acres  lying  within  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  at  the  Lower  Geyser 
Basin,  near  the  forks  oif  the  Fire  Hole  Rivers,  which  said  Marshall  has  heretofore  been 
permitted  to  occupy. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  above  described  land  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
and  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  for  and  during  the  term  of  ten 
years,  commencing  from  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  1884,  and  ending  on  the 
twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  1894,  the  party  of  the  second  part  paying  rent  therefor 
as  hereinafter  stated  ;  and  the  party  of  the  first  part,  for  himself  and  his  successors  in 
office,  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  the  party  of 
the  second  pa  t  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  quiet  and  peaceable  possession  of  the  said 
land  dining  the  term  aforesaid,  suhject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations  hereinafter 
set  fort  h. 

Article  2.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  add  to  the  building  now 
known  as  "Marshall's  Hotel,"  situated  on  a  portion  of  the  land  hereby  leased,  so 
that  on  the  tirst  day  of  July,  1884,  said  building  shall  contain  at  least  sixty  rooms; 
and  that  he  will  keep  and  maintain  said  building  and  addition  as  a  hotel  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  visitors  to  the  Park.  It  is  also  agreed  that  he  shall  be  permitted  to 
build  separate  cottages  from  time  to  time  as  may  he  required  for  the  puhlic  conven- 
ience :  1'roviae*,  however,  That  Avithin  90  days  after  the  date  hereof  the  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  submit  for  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  draw- 
ings showing  the  general  appearance  of  the  hotel  buildings  and  cottages,  which  plans 
shall  be  subject  to  such  modification  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  deem 
necessary  in  order  that  said  buildings  shall  not  be  a  discredit  to  the  Park. 
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ARTICLE!  :*.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of  the  leasing  of  the 
land  aforesaid,  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  pay,  or 
cause  to  be  paid,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  at  his  office  in  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington, or  to  such  person  and  at  such  place  as  he  may  designate,  a  rental  at  the  rate 
of  two  dollars  per  year,  commencing  from  the  date  and  continuing  for  and  during 
Che  term  hereof,  tor  each  and  every  acre  of  land  hereby  leased  unto  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part.  Said  rental  to  be  paid  annually,  the  first  of  such  payments  to  be 
made  on  or  before  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January,  1885,  and  the  succeeding  pay- 
ments to  be  made  on  or  before  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  January  in  each  aud  every 
year. 

Article  4.  And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  con ven ants  with  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  mentioned  in  this  lease,  or 
upon  the  ending  of  said  term  by  election  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  as  herein- 
after provided,  in  ease  of  default  of  payment  of  rent  in  the  manner  stipulated,  or 
failure  to  observe  and  keep  the  covenants  herein  contained  to  be  observed  and  kept 
by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  that  he  will  peaceably  surrender  and  deliver 
up  the  said  demised  land  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  or  his  successor  in  office. 
And  it  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  upon  such  surrender  and  in 
the  event  of  failure  to  renew  this  lease,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  enter  into  new 
terms  of  possession  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  then  the  value  of  the  buildings 
aud  other  permanent  improvements  belonging  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  upon 
the  land  surrendered  shall  be  determined  by  three  arbitrators,  of  whom  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  shall  name  one,  the  party  of  the  second*  part  shall  name  the  second, 
and  the  two  thus  named  shall  designate  the  third,  and  such  buildings  and  improve- 
ments shall  become  the  sole  and  absolute  property  of  the  United  States  upon  the  rati- 
fication by  Congress  of  the  valuation  set  upon  the  same  as  above  provided,  and  ap- 
propriation of  the  amount  of  such  valuation  in  payment  to  the  party  of  the  second 
part  for  such  buildings  and  improvements:  Provided,  however,  That  nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  to  biud  or  commit  the  United  States  to  the  payment  of  any  sum 
or  amount  of  money  or  other  compensation  whatever. 

Article  5.  Aud  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  permit  the  party  of  the 
second  part  to  use  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  buildings  herein  mentioned, 
and  for  proper  repairs  and  additions  to  the  same,  and  for  fuel  for  heatiug  such  build- 
ings, so  much  of  the  timber,  coal,  and  other  material  within  the  said  Park  as  may  be 
required  for  such  purpose  and  not  necessary  to  be  reserved  for  the  use  and  purposes  of 
said  Park  as  declared  in  said  act  of  Congress,  or  by  the  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
partment  of  the  Interior,  to  be  taken  from  such  parts  only  of  the  Park  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  or  other  person  duly  authorized  on  be- 
half of  the  United  States.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  keep,  or  cause 
to  be  kept,  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all  such  timber  and  other  materials  taken 
from  the  Park  and  used  by  him  at  any  time  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  furnish 
quarter-annually  a  statement  of  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  commenc- 
ing on  the  first  day  of  January,  1885. 

Article  6.  Aud  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  provide  and  equip  horses, 
carriages,  and  other  livery  accommodations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  comfortable 
and  expeditions  transportation  of  visitors  to  the  Park. 

Article  7.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  an  itemized  schedule  or  tariff  of  the  charges  to  be 
paid  for  each  and  every  accommodation  furnished  and  service  rendered  by  him  to 
visitors  within  the  Park  ;  and  no  charges  shall  be  demanded  or  received  from  any 
person  by  or  on  the  behalf  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  until  such  schedule  of 
items  and  charges  shall  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  nor  shall  any 
payment  be  at  any  time  demanded  or  received  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  or  any  person  in  his  employ  or  under  his  control,  for  any  accommodation 
or  service  not  specified  in  said  schedule  or  tariff  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior, nor  in  any  greater  amount  than  therein  approved. 

Article  8.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  observe  and  obey  at 
all  times  such  rules  ami  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be,  from  time  to 
time,  established  and  published  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  or  by  his  direction, 
for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Park,  and  to  require  and  enforce  obedience  to  the 
same  on  the  part  of  all  persons  employed  by  him  or  under  his  control  within  the  said 
Park.  And  he  further  agrees  to  require  that  all  persons  employed  by  him  or  under 
his  control  at  any  time  within  the  said  Park  shall  wear  a  uniform  or  badge  by  which 
they  may  be  known  and  distinguished  as  the  servants  or  employes  of  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part;  and  that  he  will  not  employ  or  retain  in  his  service  in  any  ca- 
pacity, or  permit  to  remain  upon  any  of  the  premises  or  within  any  building  herein 
mentioned  or  provided  for,  any  person  or  persons  whose  presence  within  the  said  Park 
shall  be  deemed  and  declared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  or  by  such  officer  as 
may  represent,  him  in  the  immediate  management  and  superintendence  of  the  Park,  to 
be  subversive  of  the  good  order  and  management  thereof. 
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Article  9.  It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  afore- 
said that  if  the  rent  above"  reserved,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  unpaid  on  the  day 
and  at  the  place  of  payment  whereon  the  same  ought  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  or  if  de- 
fault shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  covenants  herein  contained,  to  be  kept  by  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  or  his  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  and  if  the. party 
of  the  second  part  shall  not  make  such  payment  of  rent  or  keep  and  perform  the  cov- 
enants hereiu  within  ninety  days  after  due  notice  of  default  therein,  to  be  given  to  the 
party  of  the  second  part  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  his  authorized 
agent,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  ths  said  party  of  the  first  part,  or  his  suc- 
cessor in  office,  agent  or  attorney,  at  his  or  their  election,  to  declare  this  lease  forfeited 
and  the  term  thereof  ended,  and  the  demised  land  or  any  part  thereof,  eiih  v  with  or 
without  process  of  law,  to  re-enter,  and  the  party  of  the  second  part  or  any  other  per- 
son or  persons  occupying  in  or  upon  the  same  to  expel,  remove,  and  put  out,  using 
such  force  as  may  be  necessary  in  so  doing,  and  the  said  premises  again  to  repossess 
in  behalf  of  the  United  States.  And  in  the  event  of  any  rent  being  due  and  unpaid, 
whether  before  or  after  such  forfeiture,  to  distrain  for  any  rent  that  may  be  due  upon 
any  property  belonging  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  whether  the  same  be  ex- 
empt from  execution  or  distress  by  law  or  not,  and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
hereby  waives  all  legal  right  which  he  may  have  to  hold  or  retain  such  property  un- 
der any  exemption  law  in  force  in  or  over  the  said  National  Park.  Meaning  and  in- 
tending thereby  to  give  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  a  valid  and  first  lien  upon  any 
and  all  the  buildings,  goods,  chattels,  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  w-ithin  Jthe  said  Park,  as  security  for  the  payment  of  said  rent, 
and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  conditions  of  this  lease,  in  manner  aforesaid, 
anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Article  10.  And  it  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  second 
part  shall  not  have  the  right  to  mine  or  remove  from  said  demise  or  land  any  gold, 
silver,  copper,  or  other  precious  mineral.  Nor  to  mine  any  coal,  nor  cut  or  remove 
from  said  laud  any  timber,  excepting  as  herein  authorized  and  under  such  restric- 
tions as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  prescribe.  And  the  party  of  the  second 
part  hereby  agrees  not  to  injure  or  destroy  or  knowingly  to  permit  any  person  in  his 
employ  or  under  his  control  to  injure  or  destroy  any  property  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  individuals,  or  any  game,  mineral  deposit,  natural  curiosity  or  wonder  within  the 
Park. 

Article  11.  Audit  is  expressly  understood  that  nothing  contained  in  this  lease 
shall  be  construed  as  to  include  any  of  the  geysers  or  other  objects  of  curiosity  or  in- 
terest in  said  Park,  or  to  exclude  the  public  from  the  free  and  convenient  approach 
thereto. 

Article  12.  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  if  any  survey  be  hereafter  made  of  the 
laud  hereby  demised,  the  description  of  said  land  herein  contained  shall  be  changed 
to  correspond  with  such  survey. 

Article  13.  And  it  is  understood  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no  trans- 
fer or  assignment  of  this  lease  shall  be  valid  or  recognized  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part  unless  such  assignment  be  first  approved  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Iuterior. 

Article  14.  And  it  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no 
member  of  or  Delegate  to  Congress  shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  in  this 
agreement,  or  derive  any  benefit  to  arise  therefrom.

Joslyn, 
Acting  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  party  of  the 
first  part,  and  F.  Jay  Haynes,  of  Fargo,  Dakota  Territory,  party  of  the  second  part, 
witnesseth: 

That  the  said  parties  have  covenanted  and  agreed,  and  by  these  presents  do  coven- 
ant and  agree,  to  and  with  each  other  as  follows  : 

Article  1.  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred 
by  acts  of  Congress,  and   in   consideration  of  the  rents,  covenants,  and   agreements 
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hereinafter  and  by  these  presents  mentioned,  reserved  and  contained,  doth  grant, 
demise,  and  lease  unto  said  party  of  the  second  part  a  tract  or  parcel  of  land  containing 
eight  (8)  acres  lying'within  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  at  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin, 
with  the  privilege  of  erecting  thereon  a  building  or  buildings  as  may  be  required  for 
the  purpose  of  preparing  photographic  views  of  the  objects  of  interest  in  the  Park, 
for  sale  to  tourists. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  above  described  land  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
and  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns  for  and  during  the  term  of  ten 
years,  commencing  front  the  twentieth  day  of  March,  1884,  and  ending  on  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  March,  181)4,  the  party  of  the  second  part  paying  rent  therefor  as  herein- 
after stated;  and  the  party  of  the  first  part,  for  himself  and  his  successors  in  office  on 
behalf  of  the  United  States,  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  the  party  of  the  second 
part  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  quiet  and  peaceable  possession  of  the  said  land  during 
the  term  aforesaid,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Article  2.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part,  in  consideration  of  the  leasing  of  the; 
land  aforesaid,  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  to  pay,  or 
cause  to  be  paid,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  at  his  office  in  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington, or  to  such  person  and  at  such  place  as  he  may  designate  a  rental,  at  the  rate 
of  two  dollars  per  year,  commencing  from  the  date  and  continuing  for  and  during  the 
term  hereof,  for  each  and  every  acre  of  land  hereby  leased  unto  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part.  Said  rental  to  be  paid  annually,  the  first  of  such  payments  to  be  made 
on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  March,  1885,  and  the  succeeding  payments  to  be 
made  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  March  in  each,  and  every  year. 

Article  3.  And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  covenants  with  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  mentioned  in  this  lease,  or  upon 
the  ending  of  said  term  by  election  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  case  of  default  of  payment  of  rent  in  the  manner  stipulated,  or  failure  to 
observe  and  keep  the  covenauts  herein  contained  to  be  observed  and  kept  by  tin- 
said  party  of  the  second  part,  that  he  will  peaceably  surrender  and  deliver  up  the 
said  demised  land  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  or  his  successor  in  office. 

Article  4.  And  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  permit  the  party  of  the 
second  part  to  use  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  building  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, and  for  proper  repairs  and  additions  to  the  same,  so  much  of  the  timber  within 
the  Park  as  may  be  required  for  that  purpose,  and  not  necessary  to  be  reserved  for 
the  use  and  purposes  of  said  Park  as  declared  in  said  act  of  Congress,  or  by  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Department  of  the  Interior;  to  be  taken  from  such  parts  only  of  the 
Park  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  other  person  duly  au- 
thorized on  behalf  of  the  United  States.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to 
keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  all  such  timber  and  other 
materials  taken  from  the  Park  and  used  by  him  at  any  time  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, and  to  furnish  quarter-annually  a  statement  of  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1884. 

Article  5.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  an  itemized  schedule  or  tariff  of  the  charges  to  be 
paid  for  each  and  every  accommodation  furnished  and  service  rendered  by  him  to 
visitors  within  the  Park;  and  no  charges  shall  be  demanded  or  received  from  any  per- 
son by  or  on  behalf  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  until  such  schedule  of  items  and 
charges  shall  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  nor  shall  any  payment  be 
at  any  time  demanded  or  received  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  or 
any  person  in  his  employ  or  under  his  control  for  any  accommodation  or  service  not 
specified  in  said  schedule  or  tariff  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  nor  in 
any  greater  amount  than  therein  approved. 

Article  6.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  observe  and  obey  at 
aM  times  such  rules  and  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be,  from  time  to 
time,  established  and  published  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  or  by  his  direction, 
for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Park,  and  to  require  and  enforce  obedience  to  the 
same  on  the  part  of  all  persons  employed  by  him  or  under  his  control  within  the  said 
Park. 

And  that  he  will  not  employ  or  retain  in  his  service  in  any  capacity,  or  permit  to 
remain  upon  any  of  the  premises  or  within  any  building  herein  mentioned  or  pro- 
vided for,  any  person  or  persons  whose  presence  within  the  said  Park  shall  be  deemed 
and  declared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  or  by  such  officer  as  shall  represent 
him  in  the  immediate  management  and  superintendence  of  the  Park,  to  be  subver- 
sive of  the  good  order  and  management  thereof.

forfeited  and  the  term  thereof  ended,  and  thedemised  land,  or  any  part  thereof,  either 
with  or  without  process  of  law,  to  re-enter,  and  the  party  of  the  second  part,  or  any  other 
person  or  persons  occupying  in  or  upon  the  same,  to  expel,  remove  and  put  out,  using 
such  force  as  may  be  necessary  in  so  doiug,  and  the  said  premises  again  to  repossess 
in  behalf  of  the  United  States.  Aud  in  the  event  of  any  rent  being  due  and  unpaid, 
whether  before  or  after  such  forfeiture,  to  distrain  for  any  rent  that  may  be  due  upon 
any  property  belonging  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  whether  the  same  be 
exempt  from  execution  or  distress  by  law  or  not,  and  the  said  <party  of  the  second 
part  hereby  waives  all  legal  right  wThich  he  may  have  to  hold  or  retain  such  property 
under  any  exemption  law  in  force  in  or  over  the  said  National  Park,  meaning  and 
intending  thereby  to  give  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  a  valid  and  first  lien  upon 
any  ami  all  the  buildings,  goods,  chattels,  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  within  the  said  Park,  as  security  for  the  payment  of  said 
rent;  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  conditions  of  this  lease,  in  manner  afore- 
said, anything  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Article  8.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  not  to  injure  or  destroy, 
or  knowlugly  to  permit  any  person  in  his  employ  or  under  his  control  to  injure  or 
destroy,  any  property  of  the  United  States,  or  of  individuals,  or  any  game,  mineral 
deposit,  natural  curiosity,  or  wonder  within  the  Park. 

Article  9.  And  it  is  expressly  understood  that  nothing  contained  in  this  lease 
shall  be  construed  as  to  include  any  of  the  geysers  or  other  objects  of  curiosity  or 
interest  in  said  Park,  or  to  exclude  the  public  from  the  free  and  convenient  approach 
thereto,  nor  to  include  any  ground  within  one-quarter  of  a  mile  of  any  of  the  geysers. 

Article  10.  The  party  of  the  second  part  shall  cause  a  survey  to  be  made  of  the 
parcel  of  land  herein  contemplated,  and  furnish  a  description  of  the  same  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior  ;  and  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  said  description,  if  approved  by 
the  Secretary,  shall  be  regarded  as  part  of  this  agreement  in  the  same  manner  as  if  set 
forth  herein. 

Article  11.  And  it  is  understood  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no  trans- 
fer or  assignment  of  this  lease  shall  be  valid  or  recognized  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  unless  such  assignment  be  first  approved  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior. 

Article  12.  And  it  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no 
member  of  or  Delegate  of  Congress  shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  in  this  agree- 
ment, or  derive  any  benefit  to  arise  therefrom.

This  indenture,  made  this  first  day  of  April,  1884,  between  Henry  M.  Teller,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
John  P.  Yancey,  now  residing  at  what  is  known  as  the  Pleasant  Valley  Mail  Station, 
in  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  party  of  the  second  part,  witnessoth  : 

That  the  said  parties  have  covenanted  and  agreed,  aud  by  these  presents  do  cove- 
nant and  agree,  to  and  with  each  other  as  follows: 

Article  1.  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  by  virtne  of  the  authority  conferred 
by  acts  of  Congress,  and  in  consideration  of  the  rents,  covenants,  and  agreements 
hereinafter  and  by  these  presents  mentioned,  reserved,  and  contained,  doth  grant, 
demise,  and  lease  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  a  tract  or  parcel  of  land  lying 
within  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  upon  the  present  mail  route  from  Mammoth 
Hot  Springs  to  Cooke  City,  Montana,  said  tract  to  contain  ten  (10)  acres,  to  be  meas- 
ured from  the  building  thereon  now  occupied  by  said  Yancey  as  a  ceutral  point. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  above  described  land  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
and  his  heirs,  executors,  a  I  niuis  trators,  and  assigns,  for  and  during  the  term  of  ten 
years,  c  >m  nenciag  from  the  first  day  of  April,  1884,  and  ending  on  the  first  day  of 
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April.  1894,  the  party  of  the  second  part  paying  rent  therefor  as  hereinafter  stated  : 
and  the  party  of  the  first  part,  for  himself  and  his  successors  in  office  on  behalf  of  the 
United  States,  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
have  and  enjoy  the  quiet  and  peaceable  possession  of  the  said  land  during  the  term 
aforesaid,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Article  2.  And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  keep  and  maintain  the 
buildings  now  upon  said  tract,  and  such  buildings  as  may  hereafter  be  erected  thereon, 
as  a  hotel  for  the  accommodation  of  tourists  and  other  visitors  to  the  Park. 

ARTICLE  :*.  Aud  the  party  of  the  second  part,  i;i  consideration  of  the  leasing  of  the 
land  aforesaid,  covenants  and  agrees  with  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  pay,  or  cause 
to  be  paid,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  at  his  office  in  the  city  of  Washington,  or 
to  such  person  and  at  such  place  as  he  may  designate,  a  rental  at  the  rate  of  two  dol- 
lars per  year,  commencing  from  the  date  and  continuing  for  and  during  the  term  hereof, 
for  each  and  every  acre  of  land  hereby  leased  unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  pan. 
Said  rental  to  be  paid  annually,  the  first  of  such  payments  to  be  made  on  or  before 
the  1st  day  of  April,  1885,  and  the  succeeding  payments  to  be  made  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  April  in  each  and  every  year. 

Article  4.  And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  covenants  with  the  party 
of  the  first  part  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  mentioned  in  this  lease,  or  upon 
the  ending  of  said  term  by  election  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  case  of  default  of  payment  of  rent  in  the  manner  stipulated,  or  failure  to 
observe  and  keep  the  covenants  herein  contained  to  be  observed  and  kept  by  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  that  he  will  peaceably  surrender  and  deliver  up  the  said 
demised  land  to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  or  his  successor  in  office. 

Article  5.  And  the  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  permit  the  party  of  the 
second  part  to  use,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  buildings  herein  mentioned,  aud 
for  proper  repairs  and  additions  to  the  same,  and  for  fuel  for  heating  such  buildings,  so 
much  of  the  timber,  coal,  and  other  material  within  the  said  Parkas  maybe  required 
for  such  purpose  and  not  necessary  to  be  reserved  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  said 
Park,  as  declared  in  said  act  of  Congress,  or  by  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior;  to  be  taken  from  such  parts  only  of  the  Park  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  other  peisou  duly  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  United 
States.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  a  true 
and  faithful  account  of  all  such  timber  and  other  materials  taken  from  the  Park  and 
used  by  him  at  any  time  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  to  furnish  quarter  annually 
a  statement  of  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  commencing  on  the  1st  day 
January,  18*5. 

Article  6.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  prepare  and  submit, 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  an  itemized  schedule  or  tariff  of  the  charges  to  be 
paid  for  each  and  every  accommodation  furnished  and  service  rendered  by  him  to  vis- 
itors within  the  Park  ;  and  no  charge  shall  be  demanded  or  received  from  any  person 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  until  such  schedule  of  items  and 
charges  shall  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior ;  nor  shall  any  payment  be 
at  any  time  demanded  or  received  by  or  ou  behalf  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  or 
any  person  in  his  employ  or  under  his  control,  for  any  accommodation  or  service  not- 
specified  in  said  schedule  or  tariff  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  nor  in 
any  greater  amount  than  therein  approved. 

Article  7.  Aud  the  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  observe  and  obey 
at  all  times  such  rules  aud  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be,  from  time 
to  time,  established  and  published  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  or  by  his  direc- 
tion, for  the  care  and  management  of  the  Park,  and  to  require  and  enforce  obedience 
to  the  same  on  the  part  of  all  persons  employed  by  him  or  under  his  control  within 
the  said  Park.  And  he  further  agrees  to  require  that  all  persons  employed  by  him. 
or  under  his  control,  at  any  time  within  the  said  Park,  shall  wear  a  uniform  or  badge 
by  which  they  may  be  known  and  distinguished  as  the  servants  or  employes  of  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part ;  and  that  he  will  employ  or  retain  in  his  service  in 
any  rapacity,  or  permit  to  remain  upon  any  of  the  premises  or  within  any  building 
herein  mentioned  or  provided  for,  any  peison  or  persons  "whose  presence  within  the 
said  Park  shall  be  deemed  aud  declared  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  or  by  such 
officer  as  may  represent  him  in  the  immediate  management  and  superintendence  of 
the  Park,  to  be  subversive  of  the  good  order  and  management  thereof. 

ARTICLE  8.  It  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  afore- 
said that  if  the  rent  above  reserved,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  unpaid  on  the  day 
and  at  the  place  of  \)ii\  ment  whereon  the  same  ought  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  or  if 
default  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  covenants  herein  contained,  to  be  kept  by  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part,  or  his  executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  and  if  the 
party  of  the  second  part  shall  not  make  such  payment  of  rent  or  keep  and  perform 
the  covenants  herein,  within  ninety  days  after  due  notice  of  default  therein,  to  be 
given  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  or 
his  authorized  agent,  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  party  of  the  first 
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part  or  his  successor  in  office,  agent,  or  attorney,  at  bis  or  their  election,  to  declare 
this  lease  forfeited  and  the  term  thereof  ended,  and  the  demised  land,  or  any  part 
thereof,  either  with  ur  without  process  of  law,  to  re-enter,  and  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  or  any  other  person  or  persons  occupying  in  or  upon  the  same,  to  expel,  remove,  and 
put  out,  using  such  force  as  may  be  necessary  in  so  doing1,  and  the  said  premises  again 
to  repossess  in  behalf  of  the  United  States.  And  in  the  event  of  any  rent  being  due 
and  unpaid,  whether  before  or  after  such  forfeiture,  to  distrain  for  any  rent  that  may 
be  due  upon  any  property  belonging  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  whether  the 
same  be  exempt  from  execution  or  distress  by  law  or  not,  and  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  hereby  waives  all  legal  right  which  he  may  have  to  hold  or  retain  such 
property  under  any  exemption  law  in  force  in  or  over  the  said  National  Park.  Mean- 
ing and  intending  thereby  to  give  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  a  valid  and  first  lien

And  it  is  expressly  understood  that  nothing  contained  in  this  lease 
shall  be  construed  as  to  include  any  of  the  Geysers  or  other  objects  of  curiosity  or 
interest  in  said  Park,  or  to  exclude  the  public  from  the  free  and  convenient  approach 
thereto. 

Article  11.  And  it  is  further  agreed  that  if  any  survey  be  hereafter  made  of  the 
land  hereby  demised,  the  description  of  said  land  herein  contained  shall  be  changed 
to  correspond  with  such  survey. 

Article  12.  And  it  is  understood  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no  trans- 
fer or  assignment  of  this  lease  shall  be  valid  or  recognized  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part  unless  such  assignment  be  first  approved  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  the  In- 
terior. 

Article  13.  And  it  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto  that  no 
Member  of  or  Delegate  to  Congress  shall  be  admitted  to  any  share  or  part  in  this 
agreement,  or  derive  any  benefit  to  arise  therefrom.

rules  and  regulations  of  the  yellowstone  national  park. 

Department  of  the  Interior, 

Washington,  D.  C,  May  4,  1881. 

1.  The  cutting  or  spoliation  of  timber  within  the  Park  is  strictly  forbidden  by  law. 
Also  the  removing  of  mineral  deposits,  natural  curiosities  or  wouders,  or  the  displace- 
ment- of  the  same  from  their  natural  condition. 

2.  Permission  to  use  the  necessary  timber  for  purposes  of  fuel  and  such  temporary 
buildings  as  may  be  required  for  shelter  and  like  uses,  and  for  the  collection  of  such 
specimens  of  natural  curiosities  as  can  be  removed  without  injury  to  the  natural  fea- 
tures or  beauties  of  the  grounds,  must  be  obtained  from  the  superintendent;  and  must 
be  subject  at  all  times  to  his  supervision  and  control. 

.1.   Fires  shall  only  be  kindled  when  actually  necessary,  and  shall  be  immediately 
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extinguished  when  no  longer  required.  Under  no  circumstances  must  they  be  left 
burning  when  the  place  where  they  have  been  kindled  shall  be  vacated  by  the  party 
requiring  their  use. 

4.  Hunting,  trapping,  and  fishing,  exeept  for  purposes  of  procuring  food  for  visitors 
or  actual  residents,  are  prohibited  by  law;  and  no  sales  of  game  or  fish  taken  inside 
the  Park  shall  be  made  for  purposes  of  profit  within  its  boundaries  or  elsewhere. 

"».  No  person  will  be  permitted  to  reside  permanently  within  the  Park  without  per- 
mission from  the  Department  of  the  Interior;  and  any  person  residing  therein,  except 
under  lease,  as  provided  in  seetion  2475  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  shall  vacate  the 
premises  within  thirty  days  after  being  notified  in  writing  so  to  do  by  the  person  in 
charge;  notice  to  be  served  upou  him  in  person  or  left  at  his  place  of  residence. 

fi.  The  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  strictly  prohibited. 

7.  All  persons  trespassing  within  the  domaiu  of  said  Park,  or  violating  any  of  the 
foregoing  rules,  will  be  summarily  removed  therefrom  by  the  Superintendent  and  his 
authorized  employe's,  who  are,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  specially 
designated  to  carry  into  effect  all  necessary  regulations  for  the  protection  and  preser- 
vation of  the  Park,  as  required  by  the  statute,  which  expressly  provides  that  the  same 
"  shall  be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  make  and  publish  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  or 
proper,"  and  who  "generally  shall  be  authorized  to  take  ail  such  measures  as  shall  be 
necessary  or  proper  to  fully  carry  out  the  object  and  purposes  of  this  act." 

Resistance  to  the  authority  of  the  Superintendent,  or  repetition  of  any  offense  against 
the  foregoing  regulations,  shall  subject  the  outfits  of  such  offenders  and  all  prohibited 
articles  to  seizure,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent  or  his  assistant  in  charge.

Sin :  The  regulations  heretofore  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  regard 
to  killing  game  in  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  are  amended  so  as  to  prohibit  ab- 
solutely the  killing,  wounding,  or  capturing  at  any  time,  of  any  buffalo,  bison,  moose, 
elk,  black-tailed  or  white-tailed  deer,  mountain  sheep,  Rocky  Mountain  goat,  ante- 
lope, beaver,  otter,  marten,  fisher,  grouse,  prairie  chicken,  pheasant,  fool-hen,  par- 
tridge, quail,  wild  goose,  duck,  robin,  meadow -lark,  thrush,  goldfinch,  flicker,  or  yel- 
low hammer,  black  bird,  oriole,  jay,  snow  bird,  or  any  of  the  small  birds  commonly 
known  as  singing  birds.  The  regulations  in  regard  to  fishing  in  rhe  waters  of  the 
Park  are  amended  so  as  to  prohibit  the  taking  of  fish  by  means  of  seines,  nets,  traps, 
or  by  the  use  of  drugs,  or  any  explosive  substances  or  compounds,  or  in  any  other- 
way  than  the  hook  and  line. 

All  cutting  of  timber  in  the  Park,  except  upon  special  permission  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  is  prohibited. 

You  will  please  see  that  all  persons  coming  within  the  limits  of  the  Park  are 
notified,  so  far  as  possible,  of  these  regulations,  and  that  they  observe  the  same. 

You  will  report ^to  this  Department  any  infractions  of  the  regulations.

Chaftkk  103.— YELLOWSTONE  NATIONAL  PARK 

AN  ACT  to  render  operative  and  effectual  the  laws  of  tbe  Territory  of  Wyoming  within  that  portion 
of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  lying  within  said  Territory,  and  to  protect  and  preserve  the 
timber*  g;ime,  tish,  and  natural  objects  and  curiosities  of  the  park,  and  to  assist  in  preserving  the 
rights  of  the  United  States  therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  council  and  house  of  representatives  of  the  Territory  of  Wyoming  : 

Section  I.  That  all  that  portion  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  as  the  boun- 
daries and  limits  thereof  are  now  defined  and  fixed,  or  may  hereafter  be  lixed  and  de- 
fined by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  of  America,  lying  and  being  situate  within  the 
Territory  of  Wyoming,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  made  a  part  of  the  county  of 
Uinta  in  the  said  Territory. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  of  the  said  Yellowstone  National  Park  lying  within  this  Territory, 
and  which,  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  is  made  a  part  of  the  county  of  Uinta,  is 
hereby  erected  and  made  a  precinct  of  the  said  county,  and  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners of  said  county  shall  fix  one  or  more  voting  places  within  the  said  precinct 
at  least  thirty  days  befrre  the  time  fixed  for  holding  the  next  regular  election  for 
county  officers  in  said  county. 

Sec.  3.  That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  governor  shall  appoint, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  if  the  council  be  in  session,  other- 
wise the  governor  shall  appoint,  two  justices  of  the  peace  and  two  constables  for  the 
said  precinct  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  in  said  county  of  Uinta,  who  shall  be 
considered  as  officers  of  said  county,  and  who  shall  respectively  hold  their  offices  until 
the  first  Monday  in  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified  according 
to  this  act:  Provided,  That  the  governor  may  remove  for  good  cause  any  of  the  said 
officers  elected  or  appointed,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  any  of  the 
said  offices  caused  by  such  removal,  or  by  the  death,  resignation,  failure  to  act,  or  any 
vacancy  arising  from  auy  cause  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  officer  or  officers 

Sec.  4  Thar  at  the  next  general  election  of  county  officers  to  be  hidden  within  the 
said  county  of  Uinta,  there  shall  be  elected  two  justices  of  the  peace  and  two  consta- 
bles from  tihe  qualified  electors  of  said  precinct,  to  hold  their  respective  offices  f  »r  the 
term  of  two  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
five,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified  according  to 
this  act:  Provided,  That  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  over  the  age  of  twenty 
one  years,  who  shall  have  resided  in  said  precinct  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  said 
election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  the  said  precinct  preciuct  officers,  but  for  other 
officers  voted  for  at  said  election  the  qualifications  of  electors  in  said  precinct  shall 
he  as  are  now  or  as  may  be  hereafter  fixed  by  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  .").  That  all  laws  of  the  Territory  of  Wyoming  ai*;  hereby  made  operative  over 
that  portion  of  the  said  Yellowstone  National  Park  lying  within  this  Territory,  and 
that  justices  of  the  peace  therein  shall  have  such  criminal  and  civil  jurisdiction  as  is 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  conferred  by  law  upon  justices  of  the  peace,  and  all  rules  of 
practice  and  proceedings  in  the  courts  of  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  pre- 
cinct shall  be  the  same  as  are  now  prescribed  by  law,  but  no  change  of  venue  shall 
be  granted  in  any  case  in  this  precinct  ;  "and  the  constables  of  said  precinct  shall  per- 
form such  duties  and  exercise  such  powers  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  performed 
and  exercised  by  constables  or  sheriffs  under  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  offense  or  crime  defined  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, or  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Inferior  thereof  for  the 
government  of  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  or  for  the  protection  of  the  game,  fish, 
timber,  curiosities,  natural  objects,  or  other  property  therein  from  spoliation,  deface- 
ment, damage  or  destruction,  or  for  any  other  purposes,  or  for  tho  punishment  of  an} 
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crime  or  offense  therein  shall  be  in  force  in  said  park  the  same  as  the  laws  of  this  Ter- 
ritory, and  any  violation  thereof  shall  bo  held  and  deemed  to  he  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  the  offender  shall  be  punished  by  a  line  of  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six 
months:  Provided.  That  this  section  will  not  apply  to  any  portion  of  said  park  not 
within  the  Territory  of  Wyoming. 

Sec.  7.  That,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  whether  resident  or  visitor,  to 
deface,  injure,  or  remove  any  part,  portion,  or  particle  of  the  natural  curiosities  or 
objects  of  interest,  or  anything  whatever  within  the  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
whether  tree,  rock,  stone,  shrubbery,  earth,  geyser  formation,  grass,  or  anything  what- 
ever, except  that  it  may  be  permissible  to  use  timber  or  any  other  thiug  not  objects 
of  curiosity  or  of  interest  or  adding  to  the  scenic  attractions  of  the  said  park,  for  the 
uecessary  purposes  of  fuel  or  house-building  or  any  domestic,  useful,  or  necessary  pur- 
pose not* prohibited  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  any  person  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, ami  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  line  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Sec.  £  That  the  killing,  wounding,  or  capturing,  at  any  time,  of  any  buffalo,  bison, 
moose,  elk,  deer,  mountain  sheep,  Rocky  Mountain  goat,  antelope,  beaver,  otter,  mar- 
tin, fisher,  grouse,  prairie  chicken,  pheasant,  fool-hen,  partridge,  quail,  wild  goose, 
duck,  eagle^  magpie,  swan,  heron,  sparrow,  robin,  meadow  lark,  thrush,  goldfinch, 
dicker  or  yellow-hammer,  blackbird,  oriole,  jay,  snow  bird,  or  any  of  the  small  birds 
commonly  known  as  singing  birds,  is  prohibited  within  that  part  of  said  park  lying 
w'thin  the  Territory  of  Wyoming;  nor  shall  any  fish  be  taken  out  of  the  waters  of 
said  portion  of  the  park  by  means  of  seines,  nets,  traps,  or  by  the  use  of  drugs  or  any 
explosive  substances  or  compounds,  or  in  any  other  way  than  by  hook  and  line.  Any 
pei  sou  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  npon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  lined  for  each  offense  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or 
by  both  such  line  and  imprisonment.  Possession  of  the  dead  bodies,  or  any  part 
thereof,  of  any  of  the  animals  or  birds  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  person  or  persons  having  the  same  are  guilty  of  violating  this  act. 
Any  person  or  persons,  or  stage,  express,  or  railroad  company,  receiving  for  trans- 
portation any  of  the  animals,  birds,  or  fish  named  herein,  knowing,  or  having  reason- 
able cause  to  believe  that  such  animals,  birds,  or  fish  were  killed  or  captured  in  viola- 
tion of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
for  every  such  offense  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  a 
proceeding  in  the  nature  of  an  information  before  any  Territorial  or  United  Stafesdis- 
trict  court  within  whose  jurisdiction  such  offense  was  committed  ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  district  attorney  of  the  United  States  for  such  Territory  or  district  to  in- 
stitute and  prosecute  said  proceeding  in  the  name  of  the  United  States;  the  amount 
collected  from  the  party  offending  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  Stares. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  of  said  precinct  shall,  before 
entering  upon  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  support  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  organic  act  and  laws  of  this 
Territory,  and  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  which  oath  may  be  taken  before  any  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths 
under  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  but  if  no  such  person  authorized  to  administer  an 
oath  be  accessible,  then  such  justices  of  the  peace  shall  administer  the  oath  to  each 
other  with  like  effect  in  all  proceedings,  both  civil  ami  criminal,  as  though  the  oath 
had  been  administered  by  a  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  the  said  con- 
stables may  take  such  oaths  before  either  of  said  justicesof  the  peace  when  qualified. 
Each  of  the  said  officers  shall  make,  execute,  ami  file  a  bond  in  the  amount,  within 
the  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  Territory  relating 
to  the  qualification  of  justicesof  the  peace  and  constables. 

Sec  10.  That  such  officers,  when  qualified,  shall  hold  their  offices  within  said  pre- 
cinct, and  one  of  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  shall  keep  his  office  at  or  mar  the 
Lower  Fire  Hole  Basin,  and  the  other  at  or  near  the  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  in  the 
said  Yellowstone  National  Park.  Each  constable  appointed  or  elected  within  said  pre- 
cinct shall  properly  equip  himself  with  a  horse  and  all  other  necessary  equipment  for 
the  apprehension,  pursuit,  and  capture  of  offenders  or  persons  accused  of  any  crime 
or  offense  against  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  11.  Each  justice  of  the  peace  within  said  precinct  shall  receive  an  annual  sal- 
ary of  three  hundred  ($:50<i)  dollars,  payable  monthly,  and  each  constable  within  said 
predfinet  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four  hundred  ($4U0)  dollars,  payable 
monthly,  and  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  a  horse  and  equipments ;  the  said  officers 
shall,  in  addition  to  such  salary,  receive  such  fees  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  as  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  paid  tolike  officers  under  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  12.  All  lees  collected  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  criminal  or  civil  eases  shall 
be  retained  by  said  justices  of  the  peace,  and  paid  to  them  or  to  the  constables  and 
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persons  entitled  to  tlie  same,  hut  certified  statements  thereof  shall  be  transmitted 
monthly  by  the  said  justices  to  the  Territorial  treasurer  and  Territorial  auditor;  and 
all  fines  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  justices  of 
the  peace,  and  such  justices  shall  monthly  transmit  the  same  by  some  safe  mode  of  con- 
veyance to  the  Territorial  treasurer,  who  shall  place  the  same  to  the  credit  of  the 
Yellowstone  National  Park  fund,  and  the  said  justices  shall  at  the  time  of  transmit- 
ting such  tines  so  collected  forward  to  the  Territorial  auditor  a  certified  statement  of 
the  same,  stating  in  what  causes  the  same  were  assessed  and  collected. 

SEC.  13.  That  all  persons  accused  of  crimes  and  offenses  held  for  trial,  and  bound 
over  by  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  within  said  precinct,  shall  be  sent  to  the  county 
seat  of  Uinta  county  for  trial  before  the  district  court  of  said  county. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  expenses  of  all  criminal  prosecutions,  trials,  and  examination  of 
offenses  committed  within  the  limits  of  said  precinct,  either  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace  in  said  precinct  or  the  district  court  of  Uinta  County,  and  the  salaries  and  fees 
allowed  to  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  by 
the  Territory  of  Wyoming,  and  not  by  the  county  of  Uinta.  And  the  sum  of  eight 
thousand  ($8,000)  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated, is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  Territorial  treasury  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  and  fees,  in  criminal  cases  for  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables 
within  said  precinct,  and  for  all  expenses  attending  the  arrest,  apprehension,  exam- 
ination and  trial  of  all  persons  accused  of  violating  any  of  the  laws  of  this  Territory 
within  said  precinct  or  before  the  district  court  of  Uinta  County;  for  the  erection, 
maintenance  and  repair  of  a  guard-house  or  jail  therein  ;  for  the  maintenance,  care, 
and  transportation  of  prisoners  and  all  persons  accused  of  crime  or  offenses  committed 
in  said  precinct,  and  for  all  other  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  judge  of  the  district  court  in  and  for  the  county  of  Uinta  to  approve  all  just 
claims,  fees,  and  compensation  of  jurors,  witnesses,  and  all  other  expenses  connected 
with  the  trial  of  persons  accused  of  crimes  or  offenses  committed  within  the  said  pre- 
cinct, and  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  Territorial  auditor  for  auditing  and  allow- 
ance, and  the  auditor  shall  draw  a  warrant  upon  the  Territorial  treasurer  in  favor  of 
the  said  claimants,  and  the  Territorial  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  the  funds 
in  his  hands  appropriated  and  received  for  that  purpose.  The  justices  of  the  peace 
of  said  precinct  shall  transmit  their  claim  for  said  salary  and  uncollected  fees  in  crim- 
inal cases,  properly  certified,  to  the  Territorial  auditor,  who  shall  audit  and  allow 
the  same,  and  draw  a  warrant  upon  the  treasury  for  the  amount  thereof,  and  said 
warrant  shall  be  paid  by  the  Territorial  treasurer  on  presentation.  The  constables 
of  said  precinct  shall  transmit  their  claims,  verified  by  their  oaths  that  the  same  is 
just  and  correct,  and  that  they  have  been  vigilant  in  the  performance  of  their  duties, 
and  have  patroled  that  portion  of  said  precinct  containing  natural  curiosities  and  ob- 
jects of  interest  at  least  twenty  days  in  each  month  then  passed,  from  the  fifteenth 
day  of  May  until  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  and  a  warrant  shall  be  drawn  there- 
for by  the/auditor  and  paid  by  the  treasurer  as  in  other  cases;  and  this  appropriation 
is  made  in  the  faith  and  belief  that  the  United  States  will  reimburse  the  amounts 
hereof,  and  relieve  this  Territory  from  the  payment  of  the  same. 

Sec.  15.  The  constables  and  justices  of  the  peace,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  cause 
a  suitable  guard-house  or  jail  to  be  erected  at  or  near  the  Lower  Fire  Hole  Basin,  in 
the  said  precinct,  under  their  supervision,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  the  confinement  and  incarceration  of  persons  awaiting  examination  or  trial 
before  tin;  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  precinct  or  the  district  court  in  and  for  the 
county  of  Uinta;  and  one  of  said  constables,  whose  office  shall  be  at  said  place,  shall 
have  charge  of  said  guard-house  or  jail,  and  shall  be  paid,  in  addition  to  his  salary  and 
fees,  as  provided  in  this  act,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  day  for  keeping  and  maintain- 
ing each  of  said  prisoners  or  persons  accused  of  crime  confined  therein,  provided  that 
all  persons  held  for  trial  by  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  before  the  district  court  of 
Uinta  County  shall  be  by  the  sheriff  of  Uinta  County  conveyed  with  all  due  and  con- 
venient speed  to  the  common  jail  in  Uinta  County,  to  be  therein  confined  for  trial, 
and  such  sheriff  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  are  now  provided  by  law  for 
keeping  and  maintaining  such  prisoners,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  justices 
of  the  peace,  upon  committing  any  party  for  trial,  to  immediately  notify  the  sheriff" 
thereof. 

Sec.  16.  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  interfere  or 
attempt  to  interfere  in  any  manner  with  any  of  the  rights,  property,  or  interest,  rights, 
franchises  and  easements  of  the  United  States  of  America  of,  in,  and  to  the  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  or  any  part  thereof,  but  the  object  and  intent  of  this  act  is 
to  assist  and  aid  the  Government  of  the  United  States  in  keeping  and  maintaining  the 
said  park  as  a  place  of  resort. 

Sec.  17.  That  one-half  of  all  the  fines  assessed  against  offenders  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  officer  or  other  person  who  appears  as  the  prosecuting 
witness  or  informer,  and  the  residue  shall  be  paid  into  the  Territorial  treasury,  as  is 
hereinbefore  provided. 
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.Ski;.  18.  Thai  five  hundred  copies  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  ordered 
to  be  printed  and  furnished  to  the  said  justices  of  the  peace  within  said  precinct  for 
distribution,  and  all  expenses  attending  the  printing,  mailing,  or  sending-  by  express 
of  the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Territorial  treasury  to  the  charge  of  said  fund,  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  19.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed,  in  so  far  as  the  same  conflict  with  this  act. 

SEC.  20.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Sir  :  I™  response  to  your  letter  of  the  24th  ultimo,  just  received,  I  would  respect- 
fully state  that  the  practice  more  commonly  has  been  hereto  pay  inv  assistants  and 
employes  at  the  close  of  each  quarter,  but  this  practice  is  varied  to  suit  the  conven- 
ience of  any  of  them  who  require  it  to  monthly  payments.  I  make  all  of  my  disburse- 
ments by  draft  on  the  assistant  United  States  treasurer,  Chicago,  111.  The  Super- 
intendent of  the  Park  and  his  assistants  have  resided  continuously  in  the  Park  since 
the  first  day  of  July  last,  except  as  hereinafter  stated.     First.  I  will  give  the  name 
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and  date  of  commencement  of  service.     My  assistants  reported  to  me  and  entered  upon 
duty  as  follows,  to  wit:

I  was  authorized  by  telegram  October  12,  1883,  by  the  honorable  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  to  grant  leave  of  absence  to  not  more  than  three  at  the  same  time  of  my  as- 
sistants for  a  period  of  thirty  days.  In  accordance  with  the  authority  thus  granted 
me,  upon  the,  application  of  Mr.  Dean  in  writing,  on  the  25th  day  of  October,  I  "ranted 
him  leave  ot  absence  for  thirty  days  from  October  2(5,  1883.  Mr.  Dean  left  the  f'ark  on 
that  day.  He  returned  and  reported  for  duty  at  headquarters  on  the  24th  day  of  No- 
vember following,  and  has  since  remained  on  duty  at  his  post  in  the  Park.  Upon  the 
verbal  application  of  Mr.  Cannon,  October  25,  18?3,  I  granted  him  leave  also  for  thirty 
days,  which  tun.-  was  subsequently  extended  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  sixty 
days,  on  account  of  sickness  and  death  in  Mr.  Cannon's  family  ;  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time  Mr.  Cannon  reported  for  duty,  and  has  since  to  this  date  rem  lined  at  his 
post  here.  October  16,  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  Samuel  D.  Leech  was 
granted  leave  for  sixty  days.  He  has  not  since  reported  here,  and  I  understand  he  re- 
signed his  office  as  assistant  superintendent,  I  also  granted  leave  of  thirty  days  to 
Mr.  Chamberson  the  1st  of  December,  1883,  which  time  was  subsequently  extended  by 
the  Secretary  fifteen  days,  and  Mr.  Chambers,  at  my  request,  dismissed  the  service  for 
inattention  to  his  duties.  On  the  15th  day  of  March,  1884,  Mr.  Weimer,  in  writing 
asked  for  thirty  days'  leave,  which  I  granted.  He  has  not  yet  returned  ;  'will  be  due 
on  the  16th  of  this  month.  By  order  of  the  Secretary,  at  the  verbal  request  of  the 
Hon.  I).  P>.  Henderson,  M.  C,  Mr.  G.  L.  Henderson  is  relieved  from  duty  here  as  as- 
sistant superintendent,  and  has  leave  of  absence  for  the  months  of  April  and  May, 
1884.  I  transmitted  the  order  to  Mr.  Henderson  March  31,  and  do  not  remember  the 
exact  date  of  the  same.  None  of  the  other  assistants  have  made  application  for  leave 
since  the  authority  to  grant  such  request  was  conferred  on  me  by  the  honorable  Sec- 
retary. Some  time  the  latter  part  of  December  last  I  notified  the  Department  that  it 
would  be  agreeable  to  me  if  I  could  be  allowed  a  short  leave  to  visit  my  home  and 
family  in  Iowa,  and  intimated  that  I  should  have  the  public  business  here  in  such 
shape  that  I  could  leave  it  without  detriment  to  the  service  by  the  10th  of  January, 
after  business  was  suspended  here  for  the  winter  and  I  had  written  up  and  returned 
my  quarterly  accounts  for  ihe  quarter  ending  December  31,  1883.  On  the  11th  day  of 
January,  1884,  I  left  the  Park  and  started  for  my  home  in  Waterloo,  Iowa,  where  I 
arrived  on  the  evening  of  the  15th.  1  immediately  informed  the  Department  of  my 
arrival  and  address, soon  after  which  time  I  received  a  letter  from  the  honorable  Sec- 
retary granting  me  thirty  days'  leave.  This  letter  I  have  mislaid,  and  cannot  recall 
the  date.  At  the  time  which  I  was  ready  and  expected  to  start  back  to  my  post,  a 
terrific  snow  storm  and  blizzard  swept  over  the  Northwest,  impeding  and  rendering 
travel  very  tedious  and  dangerous,  and  over  a  part  of  the  way  which  I  had  to  pass 
impassable,  by  which  I  was  detained  nearly  two  weeks  beyond  my  time.  I  reached 
Livingston,  however,  on  the  last  of  February,  and  notified 'the  Department  of  my  ar- 
rival there.  I  contracted  a  violent  cold  in  getting  there,  which  nearly  cost  me  my 
life.  I  was  confined  there  to  my  room  for  nine  days  before  I  was  well  enough  to  un- 
dertake the  ride  in  the  stage  sixty  miles  to  my  headquarters.  I  have  already'reported 
to  you  in  regard  to  affairs  here  at  that  date. 
All  of  which  is  resp  ctfully  submitted.
